Hello Everyone, 

I apologize for the length of this email. 

Early in 2019, Sanitation, LAPD, and StreetsLA worked together to 
complete a cleanup of an encampment that had developed underneath 
La Tijera Blvd and adjacent to the 405 freeway in 90045. This was 
completed in February of last year. 

Last week I received a call from the church next to this bridge, St. 
Jerome, and went today to see what had happened. Unfortunately, a 
massive encampment has been growing unchecked under the bridge. 
The encampment is not visible from the roadway or sidewalk, but it has 
spread to cover pretty much the whole area underneath the bridge. 
Please see the below photo to give you an idea of the problem.
